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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Takeyama et al (5,239,972). Note Figure 7 of Takeyama et al, which shows a 
cylinder head cover (unnumbered, but enclosing the cam and rocker arm), a shut off 
valve 520 provided beneath the cylinder head cover, the shut off valve including an 
aperture in communication with a ventilation inlet passage and a valve float ball 523 
restrained to move between open and closed positions. Note that "beneath" is defined 
as "in or to a lower position than" by Merriam-Webster's dictionary. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kitano et al (6,591 ,820). Note a cylinder head cover 14, a ventilation in let passage 
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integral with said cylinder head cover, and a breather shut off valve 36 integral with said 
cylinder head cover and in communication with said ventilation inlet passage. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 5-14, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 15-18 are allowed.
